Hershey made the statement in 
asking approval of a supplemental 
appropriation of $20,476,000 for 
his agency. The House has cut it 
to $19,360,030. 
He told the committee that if 
regulations were changed to per- 
mit induction of family men it 
would increase selective service 
costs “very much” because of ap- 
peals for deferment.

Theh 70-year-old Tobey, a self- 
styled liberal who has frequently 
clashed with G.O.P. policy mak- 
ers, served notice, too, that he 
hoped to go back to the Senate 
for a third term “still a free man 
—ready to vote for what I think 
is in the interests of the people 
no matter who proposes it.” 

The Democratic candidate is 
National Committeeman Emmet 
J. Kelley. He was unopposed for 
the nomination. 

Republican Gov. Sherman Adams 
defeated State Senator Eugene S. 
Danniell Jr., 56,670 to 16,935, for 
the G.O.P. nomination for gover- 


nor. 
Adams will be opposed in the 
November election by State Sena- 
tor Robert P. Bingham. Bingham 
won by about two and one-half to 
one over Harry Carlson, a former 
National Committeeman.

'—taxpayers’ money allocated by 
| Congress. 
| However, the Army has non- 
appropriated funds. This is reve- 
nue from small charges for vari- 
ous items in post exchanges and 
theater admissions. 

The source said beer will not be 
free to rear echelon soldiers. They 
can buy it in rear areas. How- 
ever, the men at the front, where 
it is 24-hour duty and no time for 
shopping, will get a can almost 
every day, if they want it. 

Soft drinks will continue to be 
available. 

The order barring free beer met 
with some approval at the front 
but for the most part there was 
shocked protest, and much crying 
in what She men thought would 
be the last of their free beer. 

Maj. J. R. Woodbridge of Lynch- 
burg, Va., was one of those who 
defended the order. 

“I love beer as much as any- 
one,” he said, “but that space in 
ships can be used for ammunition 
and essential war materiel.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—In a 
major Cabinet shakeup, President 
Truman late yesterday ousted 
Louis A. Johnson as Secretary of 


Catlett Marshall to replace him. 
Although the usual courteous 
exchanged, with 
Johnson submitting his resigna- 
tion and Truman accepting with 
“regret,” it is known that the 
resignation was requested by the 
President. 
‘Swift modification of existing 
law to permit the five-star Gen. 
Marshall to take the defense post, 
instead of a civilian, was expected 
as congressional leaders generally 
hailed the new appointment. 
Senate Group Acts. 

The Senate Armed. Services 
Committee voted 10 to 2 today 
to waive a provision of the unifi- 
cation law and permit Marshall 
to fill the .post. 

Target of a mounting crescendo 
of criticism, the thick-skinned 
Johnson had hit back at his critics 
and stuck tenaciously to his job 
until the Chief Executive con- 
ferred with him twice at the White 
House yesterday and plainly indi- 
cated his resignation would help 
promote national harmony at a 
troubled time. 

Johnson’s written resignation 
soon followed, tendered, as he 
said, “to promote national and 
international unity,” but noting 
pointedly that in his 18 months 
as Secretary he had made “more

2. Congressional critics of 
Johnson on both sides of the 
aisle told the President that 
Johnson did not have their con- 
fidence. 

3. The President felt that a 
change in favor of a tried and 
proven public servant like Gen.

SENATE PASSES COMPOSITE 
BILL TO CONTROL REDS 


Measure Sent to Conference Calls for Intern- 
ment and Registration — Veto by 
Truman Expected. 


Today in 


Congress 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
—A bill aimed at stifling Com- 
munist activities all along the 
home front headed today for a 
Senate-House conference as the 


first step toward a probable veto 
by President Truman. 

It received an overwhelming 
70-to-7 vote of approval in the 
Senate late yesterday after a day 
of hectic and often confused ma- 
neuvering that eventually welded 
two opposing measures into one. 

Briefly the bill provides for: 

1. The internment of danger- 
ous Reds in time of war, in- 
vasion or insurrection. 

2. Registration of Communist 
and Communist-front organiza- 
tions. 

3. Barring Reds from Gov- 
ernment jobs and obtaining 
passports. 

4. New legal curbs on sabo- 
tage and espionage. 

5. New weapons to be used 
to exclude and deport aliens 
considered to be subversive. 

6. Outlawing conspiracies to | 
set up a “totalitarian dictator- 
ship” in the United States.

It stretches from 
the breeding areas to the fall 
southward migration, with the 
millions of duck hunters along 
the route waiting their chance to 
kill, then to the sojourn of the 
waterfowl on the winter feeding 
and resting grounds, and then to 
the completion of the cycle of 
the spring migration back north 
to the nesting grounds. The prob- 
lem of survival is so acute and 
marginal that it is not until the 
new year’s crop of birds is on the 
wing that it is possible to de- 
termine its size and, consequent- 
ly, the type of regulations as to 
length of season and size of bag 
for the ensuing open season.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 
13 ‘AP)—Carlos P. Romulo, Phil- 
ippine Foreign Secretary and re- 
tiring president of the United 
Nations General Assembly, called 
last night for equal partnership 
of free Asian nations with other 
—T in settling Asian prob- 
ems. 


Romulo said in a statement that 
the Korean crisis has shown no 
major problem affecting Asia can 
be solved without the full par- 
ticipation of the free states in 
the region. 


“The only possible basis for 
such participation is that of equal 
Partnership with the other na- 
tions of the free world,” he said. 
“The Korean crisis provides an 
excellent opportunity to achieve 
this essential re-orientation.” 

Romulo said the outbreak of 
the war in Korea proved beyond 
doubt that the defense of Asia 
against totalitarian inroads is es- 
sential to the peace and security 
of the world. He added that the 
danger has drawn the free states 
of Asia closer to the rest of the 


free world and all Asian mem-., 


bers of the U.N. supported the 
Security Council’s resolutions or- 
dering a cease-fire and calling on 
members to give every possible 
aid to the Republic cf Korea. 
“Two Asian states, Thailand 
and the Philippines, are sending 
contingents of combat troops to 
join the United Nations forces 
now fighting in Korea,” he said. 
“Others are contributing food, 
medicines and other supplies. 


“The situation is ideal and the , 


time ripe for placing this newly 
achieved unity upon a strong and 
more permanent basis. It is an 
opportunity which may not pre- 
sent itself again for a long time 
to come.” 

The Philippine diplomat said it 
is gratifying to note that the lead- 
ers of the Western democracies 
have become keenly aware of the

importance of the position of the 


free states of Asia in relation to 
the rest of the free world. 

He noted that Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson recently said 
the views of Asian nations would 
be taken into account when the 
questions of Formosa and Korea 
are discussed in the western Big 
Three conferences now going on 
in New York.

Unemployment insurance pay- 
ments to St. Louisans continued 
to drop last month, a total of 
$534,023 covering 32,820 benefit 
weeks being paid, compared with 
$884,903 covering 52,410 weeks in 
August, 1949, Paul P. Connole, 
manager of the Missouri Division 
of Employment Security St. Louis 
office, said today. 


The rise in employment, ac- 
companying the drop in unem- 
ployment, was evidenced by job 
placements here last month, total- 
ing 5118 compared with 2690 a 
year ago. 

In the state as a whole, pay- 
ments to jobless workers in Au- 
gust totaled $1,199,303, a drop of 
$112,190 from July, $1,436,759 
from January and $615,019 from 
August, 1949. Payments last month 
to unemployed and self-employed 
veterans, under the veterans’ re- 
adjustment allowance act, showed 
an even sharper drop—to $55,- 
194 from $61,755 in July, $152,- 
293 in January and $676,186 a 
year ago. 

In addition to the payments to 
the jobless, a total of $49,672 was 
paid last mouth to eligible unem- 
ployed veterans and $5522 to self- 
employed veterans.

West Europe Now Has 12 Under Arms — 
Proposal May Seek at Least 20 From West 
Germany — Four American National

MERICAN National Guard troops may be moving into Western 
Gefmany by Christmas as part of the new North Atlantic 
defense force designed to prevent Russian aggression in Europe. 


If American joint defense plans now being discussed in New York 
by Secretary of State Dean Acheson with British and French Foreign 
Ministers are adopted, we will have at least 10 divisions in Europe 


within 12 months. 

Four National Guard divisions 
from six states, plus combat 
teams from two more and other 
smaller units, have been called to 
federal duty. Further Guard calls 
are’ expected by the end of the 
year. 

Secretary Acheson is expected 
to ask for a total North Atlantic 
land foree of 60 divisions, plus 
necessary air groups. The 60 di- 
visions would include those from 


‘the United States and as inany as 


20 divisions of rearmed Western 
Germans. Western European 
countries now have only 12 di- 
visions under arms. 

President Truman said Satur- 
day night that the American con- 
tribution to that force would be 
“substantial,” but neither he nor 
other officials have amplified 
that statement publicly. 

More U.S. Troops, Likely Soon. 

Gen. Mark Clark, American 
ground forces chief, said in Ger- 
many Monday that the first 
United States troops to bolster 
the present European command in 
Germany would arrive there with- 
in four months. Russia is re- 
ported to have 100 divisions of 
ground troops, most of them 
mechanized, plus 100 more in re- 
scrve. 

Senator Harry P. Cain (Rep.), 
Washington, fresh from a Euro- 
pean trip, told the Senate Monday 
that Russia has 33 divisions in 
Eastern Germany. He quoted 
French estimates on the total 
number of western. divisions 
necessary for defense as ranging 
from 34 to 75.

Gen. Clark’s assertion that the 
United States European command 
will be enlarged within four 
months ties in with the Defense 
Department’s reported belief that 
the Koreah war will have ended 
by January.

Proposals for German Troops. 

Acheson told the Senate and 
House Foreign Relations Commit- 
tees Monday that he would rec- 
ommend inclusion of Western 
German troops in the defense 
force. He did not say how many 
German troops he would propose, 
but discussions at the Pentagon 
and State Department have con- 
sidered at least 20 German divi- 
sions. Some proposals have gone 
as high as 30. 

The German troops would be 
under command of other nations. 
Their arming out of the five bil- 
lion dollars President Truman 
asked from Congress for Euro- 
pean arming this year, would 
come after other Western Euro- 
pean nations have increased their 
ground forces.

When Russia’s Delegate Jacob A. Malik is 
on the losing end of a vote in the’U.N. Se- 
curity Council, he often blames the iron control

To hear Malik tell it, the Security Council is 
composed of one virtuous member, the U.S.S.R., 
plus the United States and nine obedient pup- 
pets. 

Just how much this fairy tale amounts to was 
illustrated by the vote on the Russian resolution 
to invite a representative of Communist China 
to the Council table for the discussion of China’s 
complaint against American bombing.

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Israel Has Its Troubles 


A little more than two years after its creation 
in May of 1948, Israel is struggling with eco- 
nomic problems big enough to cause apprehen- 
sion in any but the most powerful nations. 

In these two years, the population of Israel 
has gone up by 70 per cent. But agricultural 
production has risen only 65 per cent, and 
industrial output only 33 per cent. The gap 
is the source of Tel Aviv's headaches.

As an alternative, Israel might bring its for- 
eign policy more overtly in line with the objec- 
tives of the Western powers, thus paving the 
way for possible aid from the United States 
Government. But this Tel Aviv refuses to do, 
lest Jews in the Soviet satellite countries be 
made to suffer for it.

For purposes of sell- 
ing or insuring them, he allows himself a mite 
more pride and even at times a trace of ex- 
aggeration. : 

So we are not saying that the Public Service 
Co. should be taxed at $46,114,178, or that its 
fares should be fixed on a valuation of $14,606,- 
263. But it may not be amiss to suggest that 
when a utility’s rate base is three times its tax 
valuation, the Public Service Commission ought 
to make a careful and serious attempt to find 
out where the truth lies.

Coincidence ? 

The date on which President Truman decided 
to dismiss Louis A. Johnson from the post of 
Secretary of Defense is not a matter of public 
record. Gen. Marshall visited the White House 
last week. Last Saturday the Associated Press 
quoted a White House aid as saying that Mr. 
Johnson was on his way out. Thus, presumably 
the news might have come at any time. Actual- 
ly it arrived in St. Louis just 26 minutes after 
the news that the Senate had passed the dan- 
gerous McCarran bill, opposed by the Admin- 
istration.

The teacher, as well as the parent and the 
policeman and the judge, can do something 
about the frantic adolescent at the steering 
wheel. This cheerful news comes from the 
Association of Casualty and Surety Companies. 
In the 7000 high schools throughout the United 
States where automobile driving is taught, the 
experience is that a decided drop in accidents 
involving teen-agers has resulted. This report 
was made to the National Safety Council by the 
director of the association’s public safety divi- 
sion, Thomas N. Boate. 

Training evidently should be relied upon much 
more widely than at present to inculcate safe 
driving habits in young people. The trained 
young driver will not be so likely to think it is 
smart, or brave, to take a chance. He will more 
likely think it is a mark of ignorance and lack 
of skill—which it often is, among other things. 

With such a distressing example before the 
community as that of Robert Moore, the 19- 
year-old against whom state felony charges have 
been lodged, no avenue of attack on this prob- 
lem should be neglected. Certainly the attack 
through education should be developed to its 
farthest possibility. :

Our last trip to New York and New 
England convinced me that we need more 
than a Voice of America. We also ought 
to have a Voice of Mid-America. 


I€ should be a powerful radio station 
with the round-the-clock mission of inter- 
preting all human and physical phenome- 
na between the Rockies and Hoboken, N. J., 
to the folks back East. They need it. 


Take the salesman in the shop on Madi- 
son avenue where I stopped to pick out 
a couple of neckties. I told him to wrap 
them in a box, please, because I was go- 
ing to take them home to St. Louis. 


“Oh,” he beamed, “you live out in St. 
Louie? Then you probably know my friend 
Joe Couldnt-catchit. He lives in Denver, 
you know.” 


It is pointless to mention to such a citi- 
zen that St. Louisans don’t call their town 
St. Louie, and don’t 
particularly love peo- 
ple who do. And it 
is futile to point out 
that the automobile 
touring distance be- 
tween St. Louis and 
Denver is 898 miles. 

He would _— think 
you're pulling his 
leg. 

I even know some 
influential newspa- 
per editors who 
couldn’t tell you that 
250 miles separate 
St. Louis from Kan- 
sas City. To hear Estes Ketauver 
them talk, you’d think the towns faced 
eath other like Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

The folks back East have an interesting 
mental picture of their Midwestern cous- 
ins. A couple of years back, when we lived 
in Kansas, we drove to New York with 
the usual stops at motels, gas stations, and 
beaneries. East of Columbus, the fellows 
who sold us things didn’t pay us much 
heed until. they spied those Kansas li- 
cense plates. We became curiosities. 

These good people would sooner be- 
lieve the Iron Curtain was made of bub- 
ble gum before they would accept as fact 
that there are literally hundreds of farm- 
ers, ranchers, and business men in the 
onetime dust bowl who make $100,000 
and more a year, drive Lincolns and Cadil- 
lacs down newly paved highways, and send 
their sons and daughters off to colleges 
that could match faculties and curricula 
in any fraternity of higher learning. 

The circumstance that the city of Wich- 
ita, Kan., is home to 200,000 Americans 
is not readily accepted by the folks in 
Flatbush, and even the musically initiated 
scratched their heads in wonderment a 
few months ago when the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra performed in Carnegie 
Hall and evoked the surprised but sin- 
cere plaudits of the Gotham critics. 
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Another characteristic the denizens of 
our Eastern cities = ag little about is 
Midwestern enterprisé. I was getting a 
haircut the other morning in the hotel at 
Columbia, Mo. It was the smaller hotel, 
not the big one. The barber was a fellow 
in his early 30s. Just a moment ago, he 
related, he had had a long-distance call 
from his partner in a small Southern city. 


It seems that the pair found out some- 
how that this town of 20,000 or 30,000 
people had never had an ice cream drive- 
in and that they decided to build one and 
had just opened shop. The _ ice cream 
stand, my barber said, was netting—not 
grossing—$60 a day, and there was no 
indication of a bad winter slump because 


the temperature was mild down there the. 


year around. “Yessir,” he smiled as the 
clippers started Sailing around my left ear, 
“it sure beats cuttin’ hair.” But he didn’t 
say he’d quit his job. 

Why isn’t the Midwest’s story being 
adequately told? Two factors are at fault. 
The first is a deep-seated Eastern skep- 
ticism about most anything that takes place 
in a funny-sounding town that one can’t 
readily identify with big “news breaks” or 
at least with pleasant scenery that some- 
body has visited. 

The story isn’t entirely apropos, but I 
recall that when a friend of mine on a 
noted national publication wanted to per- 
suade his boss:to open an office on the 
West Coast after the war, he was told: 
“There isn’t any news out there. Just 
murders and things,” That attitude is 
changing rapidly. 

Then there is the way some towns han- 
dle crime. 

Not long ago I was talking to Police 
Chief Edward J. Allen Jr., at Youngs- 
town, O. This handsome, thoughtful 
officer who writes poetry in his spare 
time was telling me how he had rid his 
town of organized gambling. They used 
to call Youngstown “the Little Chicago.” 
Now you probably couldn’t find a pinball 
machine in the place. 

Chief Allen had just told how he did it 
to the Kefauver Crime Committee in Wash- 
ington. He had done it simply by bear- 
ing down hard on enforcing the existing 
laws. The Senators though that was 
mighty unusual. Chief Allen was about 
the only witness they heard who had such 
a neat success story. 

Yet when I left the chief's office to 
find out from some of the leading towns- 
folk what they thought about the anticrime 
crusade, one executive who is right in 
the swim of things reflected a bit and 
said: “You know, I don’t think that what 
you’re talking about happened here.” 

But it did. And there are success sto- 
ries in the making all over this region to- 
day. Perhaps it'll take my Voice of Mid- 
America radio station to make people be- 
lieve them.

Slavery’s Aftermath 
QUEST FOR DIGNITY, by Thomas Roy Payton. (Wear- 
ren F. Lewis, Los Angeles, Calif., | pgs., $3. 

Slavery is an age-old institution. Among 
the Greeks and Romans slaves were ex- 
tremely numerous. Later the slave trade 
was extended in Asia and Africa by the 
Mohammedans, and still later history rec- 
ods shipment of slaves to the New World 
in 1503, when the Portuguese brought 
some to St. Domingo. 

From this time until the Civil War it 
affected the social, economic and political 
character of life in America. Though it 
was abolished by a constitutional amend- 
ment in 1865, race relations still exist to 
plague us, poignantly indicated by this 
autobiography of a Negro doctor. 

Born in Brooklyn, Dr. Peyton tells us 
that he was one of the first Negroes to 
be accepted in a medical school in his 
home state. After graduation and a period 
of internship in the Mercy hospital in 
Philadelphia the author settled down for 
practice in the Negro section of Jamaica, 
N. Y 


From this time on his life became a 
series of thwarted ambitions, frustrations, 
and frequently an insult to what he calls 
his quest for dignity. No longer able 
stand these violations of his conscience, 
and non-acceptance as a member of medi- 
cal societies, he migrated to Canada. Find- 
ing conditions better there, he went to 
Europe, stopping in most of the principal 
cities of France, Italy, Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway and London, England. 

= * 


During this time he was forced to sup- 
port himself mainly by his extraordinary 
talent for music. Theaters and cabarets 
were fields of activity along with the at- 
mosphere and environment of European 
operating rooms and clinics. 

Though he found the attitude toward his 
race more favorable than in the United 
States, he returned to America, eventual- 
ly settling in Los Angeles. But the old 
resentment against the Negro as a physi- 
cian and surgeon still violated his con- 
science. Completely disillusioned, he final- 
ly moved to Brazil where he at last found 
a country in which the Negro in profes- 
sional life was accepted on par with the 
white race. 

To those who are profoundly disturbed 
by present race relations in the United 
States, an aftermath of slavery, this life 
experience of a Negro doctor will be high- 
ly instructive. We shall have to be friends, 
says the author, at least to the extent 
whereby every man, regardless of race, 
creed or color, may pursue forth-rightly 
his life in all fields of endeavor for the 
benefit of mankind.

Ike’s copy with the quoted lines.

A WORD ABOUT Col. Ike Hedges. For many years, he has 
managed the extensive real estate interests of Washington University 
and his letterhead bears the historic St. Louis legend: ‘“Cupples 
Station Property.” Aside from this solid occupation, Col. Ike is one 
of the town’s gourmets and bon viveurs. In the old days, his com- 
panions were men like William Marion Reedy, George S. Johns, 
Fred Lehmann and others whose wit and learning were sparkling 
facets of St. Louis life. 

But this is a rather long prelude to the point of this piece. 
Among Col. Ike’s many interests throughout the years is his passion- 
ate devotion to the memory of Elijah P. Lovejoy, the first American 
editor to lay down his life in behalf of the principle of free speech. 
One of the chapters in “The Story of Archer Alexander” is devoted 
to Lovejoy, who was killed nearly 113 years ago by a mob in Alton 
for advocating freedom for Negro slaves. It is about Lovejoy that 
Hedges wanted to talk.

For some years Hedges has hoped to induce his friend, Charles 
Skouras, to make a movie of Lovejoy’s life. Since the movies of 
recent years have made some steps toward portrayal of vital issues, 
Hedges’s idea would not seem too farfetched. But so far nothing 
has happened. In corresponding with T. S. Eliot, Col. Ike enter- 
tained some slight hope that the author of Murder in the Cathedral, 
a dramatization of the assassination of Thomas Beckett, might be 
inspired into doing a great poem or play about Lovejoy. 

* * * 

SURELY, Lovejoy’s martyrdom has far from been exhausted as 
a pictorial or literary topic. He dared to write his anti-slavery senti- 
ments at a time when such action was considered the worst kind of 
social heresy. Many years were to elapse before John Brown died 
at Harper's Ferry and before Fort Sumter was fired upon. And 
whereas such abolitionists as William Lloyd Garrison showed courage 
enough in a slaveless city like Boston, it was quite another thing fora 
young man to attack slavery in Missouri, where slave-holding was 
common. ;

leave the city by a group of prominent citizens. To their warning, 
he penned the following memorandum: 

I did not yield to the wishes here expressed, and in 
consequence have been persecuted ever since. But I have 
kept a good conscience in the matter, and that repays me 
for all I have suffered, or can suffer. I have sworn eternal 
opposition to slavery, and, by the blessing of God, I will 
never go back. 

In July 1836 Lovejoy announced his intention of moving to 
Alton, whereupon a mob entered his office, destroyed his furniture 
and scattered his type. In Alton, he fared no better. His first press 
was destroyed as soon as he landed on the Illinois side, and a second 
one met the same fate later. Lovejoy doggedly stuck to his prin- 
ciples. In the midst of his persecution, he stood alone before a 
meeting and made this oft-quoted and highly memorial declaration: 

But, gentlemen, as long as I am an American citizen, 
and as long as American blood runs in these veins, I shall 
hold myself at liberty to speak, to write, and to publish, 
whatever I please on the subject, being amenable to the laws 
of my country for the same. : 
A third press was destroyed and Lovejoy provided himself with 

a fourth. Five days before his death on Nov. 7, 1837, just short 
of his thirty-fifth birthday, Lovejoy addressed a crowd of his in- 
censed enemies, saying in conclusion: 

If the civil authorities refuse to protect me, I must look 
to God; and if I die, I am determined to make my grave,in 
Alton. 

Taking him at his word, a mob set fire to his plant in Alton 
and, when he emerged, shot him to death. William G. Eliot wrote 
that “his body was privately interred, pains being taken to conceal 
the place of burial, from fear that the mob violence would desecrate 
his grave.” 

It is this noble tragedy which has preoccupied the mind of Col. 
Hedges through the years and, by this token, he has honored himself. 
The colonel is pushing 80; to use his words: “I’m not a kid any 
more.” I, for one, would turn a cartwheel—oh, a meptal one, of 
course—if Charles, George and Spyros Skouras should decide to do 
a Lovejoy movie at Col. Ike’s urging; or if the expatriate Eliot 
should revisit his native soil to turn his brilliant talents to the story 


of a man who died for his principles.

How Many Divisions? 


Mr. Lodge’s first calculation, 
obviously, had to be concerned 


‘with the troops required in order, 


as Mr. Acheson put it on Sunday 
night, “to clear up this matter in 
Korea.” Senator Lodge seems to 
have had an argument with “the 
experts” about the troops needed 
to take the offensive “if we are 
actually to break out from the 
beachhead in Korea.” 


He seems to have pointed out 
to the experts that the Third 
Army, which was Gen. Patton’s, 
outnumbered the German units 
in front of it by a ratio of 2% 
to 1, and that nevertheless it had 
to fight hard for several months. 
The experts seem to have argued 
back that the North Koreans are 
nothing like such good soldiers 
as the Germans. Senator Lodge 
seems to have admitted that. 
Then the question was what does 
the ratio need to be as against, 
not the Germans but, the North 
Koreans? 


Gen. MacArthur’s intelligence 
says it has identified 16 North 
Korean divisions. Were they as 
good soldiers as the Germans, it 
would not be prudent to count on 
a victorious defensive with less 
than 40 divisions. But since we 
have decided to agree that they 
are not so good as the Germans, 
we may reduce the ratio. 


The Senator’s Guess. 


Senator Lodge, obviously with 
his fingers crossed and, it would 
seem, stroking a rabbit’s foot, has 
made a sweeping reduction in the 
ratio: “Let us assume,” he says, 
“that only 15 American divisions 
are required to dispose of 16 
North Korean divisions.” 

That brings him to the crux of 
his statement. If we assume, con- 
trary to all previous military ex- 
perience, that the Korean matter 


can be cleared up with 15 divi-| 


sions, this is nevertheless more 


divisions than we now have and |

Ne “All Sorts of Hordes.” 


A good deal can no doubt be 
dene, as Senator Lodge demands, 
to enlarge the Army more quick- 
ly. But the brutal fact of the 
matter is that the Chinese, not to 
speak of the Russians, can do a 
lot more a lot more quickly and 
easily to undo the optimistic as- 
sumption. Beyond the allied 
beachheads in Korea, Hong Kong 
and Indochina there are, what 
Mr. Acheson called on Sunday 
night, “all sorts of hordes.” Mr. 
Acheson was rather réassuring 
about these hordes. 


Nevertheless, according to Mr. 
Hanson Baldwin, who is always 
cautious in his estimates, there 
are three Chinese group armies 
near the Korean frontier and 
three more in Kwangsi province 
opposite Indochina. 


Thus the foreign ministers 
meeting in New York are faced 
with a problem which cannot be 
solved easily. The three leading 
powers of the Atlantic commu- 
nity are all of them entangled, 
severally and jointly in military 
campaigns on the mainland of 
Asia. Even against the local 
forces, the Malayan guerrillas, 
the Viet Minh, the North Kore- 
ans, the forces that the three 
Western nations have been able 
to deploy are not within sight of 
a decision. 


Where to Find Them? 


Yet behind these local forces 
stands not only a strategic reserve 
of Chinese and Russian troops 
which could be overwhelming and 
decisive if committed, but also— 
we must never forget—air forces 
and naval forces which, were they 
committed, might change the 
whole position in an afternoon. 


The problem before the foreign 
ministers is to determine how, in 
relation to their entanglements in 
Asia, they propose to find the 
troops to defend Europe. 


All the plans and promises they 
make for Europe, all the decisions 
they take about American troops 
and German troops and about a 
European army, will have to meet 
the test of what they are able to 
do to limit and to reduce their 
military liabilities on the Asian 
beachheads. That, I submit, is the 
inescapable conclusion of Senator 
Lodge’s military arithmetic.

That program, under the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion, has become the central 
framework of democratic effort 
in the “cold war” now turned hot 
in Korea and threatening to burst 
into flame elsewhere.

The damaged craft re- 
ported it was going down by the 
bow, its engine room filled with 
water. The dragger carried two 
10-foot dories and two 10-man 
life rafts. 

The Coast Guard said most of 
the other distressed vessels, ex- 
cept for two small Canadian 
ships, were out of danger with 
assistance standing by. 

The Ile de France, veering off- 
course to answer the dragger’s 
last SOS, reported it had reached 
the scene about 4 a.m. Three 
Coast Guard cutters, the British 
freighter City of Ely and the 
United States Line vessel Ameri- 
can Lawyer were expected to ar- 
rive at the spot within several 
hours. 

Five Coast Guard, Navy, and 
Air Force planes took off at dawn 
to hunt for the stranded men 
from the air. 

The Coast Guard cutter Cooks 
Inlet also sped through moun- 
tainous seas off Nova Scotia in 
search of two small Canadian 
fishing vessels, the Sir Echo and 
a Halibut boat, overdue in Yar- 
mouth. 

They were among the 15 ships 
from New York to Nova Scotia 
reported in trouble from the 
swirling winds and raging waters 
lashed up by the 100-mile-per- 
hour hurricane. The two-week- 
old storm, originated two weeks 
ago in the Caribbean, left seven 
persons dead in its wake and an 
estimated $1,500,000 damage in 
New England alone in its two- 
day trip up the middle Atlantic 
and New England coasts. 

The hurricane, swerving east- 
ward out to sea, passed today 
about 50 miles off Sable island, 
130 mile east of Halifax, and 
probably will miss Canada’s mari- 
time provinces. The fringe of the 
storm lashed southern Nova 
with 55-mile-an-hour 
winds. 

Meanwhile another hurricane 
with winds up to 115 miles per 
hour moved northwestward in the 
Atlantic today about 800 miles 
east northeast of Puerto Rico.

again in theory, to be contained 
by our existing forces. A rela- 
tively small increment of force 
should give us enough to 
achieve a break-through, or 
could even conceivably be land- 
ed in the North Korean rear. 
With well armed, armored and 
mechanized American units on 
the loose to the north ef them, 
the position of the North Ko- 
rean divisions besieging our 
beachhead in the south would 
become perilous indeed. In- 
deed, if the break-through force 
were adequate, the whole of 
North Korea would be im- 
periled. 

This reasoning is based, how- 
ever, on two assumptions. ‘First, 
there is the assumption that the 
intelligence is roughly correct, 
which is always doubtful. And 
second there is the assumption 
that the existing power of the 
North Koreans will not suddenly 
be increased either by Chinese 
Communist or overt Soviet inter- 
vention. 

On this vital head, one can only 
say that the moment when we 
bring to bear enough additional 
power to take the offensive, will 
be the last moment when the 
Kremlin can make its choice. 
Either Chinese Communist or Rus- 
sian divisions, armor and aircraft 
will then come to the rescue of 
the North Koreans, thus making 
a third World War almost inevi- 
table, or Korea must then’ be 
written off by the Kremlin. Un- 
less our secret service has been 
greatly strengthened lately, no 
one on earth can tell which the 
Kremlin will choose. 

One must, however, note cer- 
tain ominous recent signs, such 
as the sudden reappearance of 
“North Korean” aircraft over 
the battlefield; the intensification 
of Soviet air patrols at sea; and

Dr. M. A. Kenney lay prone 
feeding oxygen into the well while 
men worked in relays with pick 
and shovel, digging a parallel 
shaft. : 

Ronald cried himself into ex- 
hausted sleep an hour and a half 
after his fall into the 20-foot well. 
When his cries ceased, fear was 
felt by the workmen, but Dr. 
Kenney, looking ,down with a 
flashlight, said he appeared all 
right. ~ 

He was. The diggers, scooping 
out the last of the earth by hand 
as they cut in under the child, 
fouhd him lodged on a bucket in 


the shaft whose existence had 
been unknown to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. V. M. Mysinger. 

Dr. Kenney wrapped the child 
in a blanket and placed him in

EMERGENCY WAR 
CAPITAL PLANNED 
OUT OF WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UP) — 
President Truman plans to give 
himself and Congress temporary 
wartime homes in nearby Mary- 
lan or Virginia should the capital 
be turned into a “ghost town” by 
a sneak atomic bomb attack. 

The wartime White House and 
Congress are part of an over-all 
dispersal plan to prevent an 
enemy from crippling or knocking‘ 
out the nation’s government at a 
single blow.

(: weekend. And that was when Judy first learned how to 
ride her older brothers’ bicycle. ¥ 
It was a great accomplishment, and she proudly showed 
ain on off for everybody who would serve 
as a spectator. But as I sat at the 
window typing Case Records, I 
chanced to look out. Judy was 
coming down a slight hill toward 
the house. She was supposed ; to 
turn and follow the driveway. | 
But she. grew panicky and with 
her limited skill on the bicycle she 
failed to make the curve. -So she 
headed straight for the house. 
Mrs. Crane happened to be out- 
side, digging in a flower bed. She 
was directly in Judy's path, but 
fortunately was facing Judy. Judy looked terrified as she 
rode straight into her mother. Bicycle, Judy and her mother 
all toppled over into the flowers. Mrs. Crane got the brunt 
of the collision, but Judy began to cry. 
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SHE WASN’T HURT, but she started crying, anyway, as 
children are wont to do. This is a form of behavior com- 
parable ‘to the track man’s “jumping the gun,” for such 
youngsters cry as a means of forestalling parental reprimand 
or a least of toning it down considerably. 

Mrs. Crane didn’t scold Judy, however, for Judy had 
been sufficiently scared as we both had observed from her 
wild-eyed expression just before the crash. 


But Judy had previously been warned not to attempt that 
hill, so she realized she was guilty. 

“That naughty Danny!” she exclaimed angrily and accus- 
ingly. “He made me do it! He was holding out that stick 
so I couldn't follow the driveway.” 
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THIS WAS A GOOD ALIBI, for Danny had been. stand- 
ing farther around the curve in the roadway, poking a long 
fishpole across the drive. But Danny hadn’t caused Judy’s 
mishap, for I had witnessed the entire proceedings. Judy 
simply couldn’t make the turn. She was, therefore, indicting 
Danny as a convenient scapegoat upon whom to throw the 
blame for her own misdeed. 

This process is called “projection,” wherein we blame 
others for our own errors. It started in the Garden of Eden, 
when Adam passed the buck regarding his eating of the for- 
bidden fruit. He said that Eve had persuaded him to taste it! 

Adam, therefore, was the charter member of the “Buck 
Passing Club,” but it isn’t limited in membership to males, 
for Eve joined it a few moments later when, in order to 
escape criticism, she projected the blame upon the snake by 
saying: 

“The serpent beguiled me, and I did eat.”

THE HEBREW PEOPLE in the days of Moses hit upon 
the clever plan of placing their sins upon the head of a 
goat, which was then released into the wilderness, apparently 
bearing their guilt away with him. 

Thus, the innocent scapegoat took all the blame. Many 
people in modern times are likewise made the “goat” to 
carry blame for their friends or relatives. 

I have cited Judy’s clear demonstration of the “projec- 
tion” technique to show that children early learn to employ 
this ruse as a means of evading responsibility for their own 
guilt. 

Watch your own behavior carefully, therefore, and you 
will soon find yourself indulging in projection for we are all 
guilty of it frequently. But by knowing how to name our 

reactions, we gain greater control over them, which is why I 
have explained this phenomenon today. 


Advice to Oldsters

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46 OU are telling us not to retire from living at the age 
Y of 60 or 65,” Mr. G. remarks, “but what would you 
say to retirement at 45 or 50? In some cities a man 
who joins the police or fire department when fairly young 
can retire on a pension before he reaches 50. The same is true 
of some army jobs: Is society going to insist that a man of 50 
must pass the rest of his life pitching horseshoes or playing 
checkers with Civil War veterans? If not, what is it going to 
allow him to do?” 

That's the $64 question, Mr. G.—one of the most impor- 
tant that faces our civilization. We are certainly going to have 
to provide some part-time work for older men and women 
in order to keep them alive and happy. 

In the meantime, people such as you describe will often 
have to create their own jobs—tittle repair shops in their own 
homes, for example, which require very small capital and ne 
time-clock-punching. 

They can keep comfortable and popular by following the 
example of others studied by sociologist Robert J. Havighurst. 
Canvassing 1000 elderly persons, he found those prospered 
best who: 
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1. VISITED GROWN children, friends and relatives at 
stated times ‘holidays, for instance) but not too often, and 
otherwise lived separate lives. 

2. Eased off on their work and did not stubbornly insist 
they could do just as much~as ever. 

3. Accepted gracefully the roles that society had provided 
for them—were willing to take old age pension when needed, 
without any feeling of humiliation; were willing to play with 
grandchildren, and so on. 

Right now, Mr. G., hundreds of thousands of elderly ‘per- 
sons could profitably busy themselves in politics. It is a dis- 
grace to a nation that only half of its voters make the slight 
effort riecessary to go to the polls for an important election. 
Take a hand in this. 

If you live in the city, Mr. G., let me point out again 
the desirability of living alone or with those of your own age. 
It’s somewhat different on a farm. But an elderly parent, no 
matter how much loved, really doesn't belong in the city home 
or apartment of a young couple. 
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Q. IS IT ALL RIGHT for me to invite a boy on a date? 

A. Yes, if it is a group. No, if you are simply inviting him 
on a twosome, since it is his responsibility to invite the girl. 
I think this should be the general rule in most crowds; of 
course there are exceptional cases. 

Q. Do you think it is true that a man should never marry 
his first love? | 

A. Of course not. It depends on whether it’s really love. 
Write me in care of this newspaper, enclosing a stamped, 
self-addressed envelope, and ask for a free copy of my test, 
“Are You SURE It’s Love?” Use that on yourself, and I don’t 
think you'll have any doubt as to the answer to your own 
question.

Kramer, the young independent 
producer, that general release of 
his novel movie, “The Men, 
right after its preview four 
months ago, would have enhanced 
its importance at the box office 
by a considerable percentage. 

At that time, there- was. no 
sign of war, or even police ac- 
tions on the universal horizon 
and this unusual tale about post- 
war activities of wheel-chair para- 
plegics wounded in the last con- 
flict was looked upon as an in- 
spiring, profitable subject — 
probably a financial bonanza 
comparable with Kramer's pre- 
vious small- budget — sensations, 
“Champion” and “Home of the 
Brave.” 

But today most of the war sub- 
jects are being shunned, especial- 
ly those emphasizing the grim 
after-effects. Customer tastes may 
change of course, but, for the 
time being, belated release of 
“The Men” must be chalked up 
as an unlucky bit of timing. 
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Sudden Stop 


SUDDEN stop is made by 
stepping hard on the brakes of 
an automobile without pre- 
vious warning. It threatens to 
throw people through the wind- 
shield. 

Why do drivers of automobiles 
make sudden stops? When an ex- 
planation is demanded, they will 
reply that it was to avoid hitting 
another car. Had they hit the 
other car, they say, it would have 
been much worse than merely 
threatening to hurl people 
through the windshield. 

A sudden stop is especially 
painful to children. They take it 
very personally. They feel they 
have been betrayed. When they 
were warned to sit quietly in the 
car instead of standing up or 
moving about, they paid no at- 
tention. They thought the warn- 
ing was no more serious than be- 
ing told to finish their cereal or 
drink the rest of their milk. 

It is their belief that drivers of 
the car stop suddenly with the 
deliberate intention of throwing 
them about. They suspect that 
the punishment they get is de- 
signed to take the place of spank- 
ings. 

_Drivers who make sudden stops 
seldom apologize for them. They 
insist that they cannot help it. 
They give no promises that they 
will not make sudden stops in the 
future. They suggest that persons 
who ride in automobiles do so at 
their own risk. If such persons 
wish to enjoy the advantages of 
rapid transit then they must ex- 
pect occasionally to. receive jolts. 
It surely is bad enough to come 
near beihg hurled through a wind- 
shield without having to thank 
the driver for saving your life. ° 

Passengers who seek to avoid 
the dangers of sudden stops waste 
their breath when they try to 
reform drivers who make them. 
They would do better to equip 
themselves with football head- 
guards and padding. Then they 
could face sudden stops and the 
windshield with intrepidity.

Playing Canasta to Win |

ENERALLY speaking, a pair 

is far more important than an 

unmatched card. In discard- 
ing, you tend to keep your pairs 
and throw your single cards. But 
there are cases in which the sin- 
gle card may be better worth 
holding than a pair. 


Suppose you hold: 


You need 90, and so do the op- 
ponents. It is early in the play 
and there are a dozen cards or so 
in the discard pile. You haven't 
shown much improvement in your 
previous draws, and even if your 
right-hand opponent threw a card 
to match one of your pairs you 
couldn’t take it because you can't 
reach to 90 points. 

Your hope lies in your partner. 
If he makes the initial meld for 
your side it will unfreeze the 
pack for you. At that point you 
will be able to take it with a sin- 
gle card to match the discard, 
plus your wild card. 


So the best hand for you, as- 
suming that this happy situation 
does come about, will be a hand 
with many different single cards, 
The pairs won’t matter so much. 
The more different ranks you 
have, the more likely you are to 
match the previous discard. 

Instead of throwing your single 
five, queen, or king, break one of 
your pairs—the one that seems 
safest on the basis of previous

Of course, if your opponents 
are quick to freeze the pack, and 
can be expected to do so when 
your partner melds, it is better 
to hang on to your pairs; but 
most players do not freeze the 
pack so readily. 

Question: Playing three-handed, 
I was dealt 2-2-2-J-J-10-10-10-5- 
3-3-3-3, I drew another jack so 
I put down three jacks, three 
tens, made my canasta with the 
four black treys and the three 
deuces to go out concealed. Op- 
ponents said I was wrong. Please 
rule on this situation. 

Answer: You may not make a 
canasta of black threes; you may 
only use one wild card with a 
pair of black treys when you go 
out; when you meld three or four 
treys you may not use any wild 
cards. Since you did not have a 
canasta you could not legally 
meld out. 

Question: Player makes insuf- 
ficient meld, which remains ex- 
posed as penalty cards. His part- 
ner then makes a valid initial 
meld for his side. Now do the 
penalty cards become melds auto- 
matically? All of them? Includ- 
ing pairs, if they are no longer 
triplets because cards have been 
discarded? 

Answer: None of them becomes 
a meld automatically. They MAY 
be melded in any legal fashion at 
the option of the players whdse 
cards they are. He may meld 
them or not in any way he 
chooses, or he may choose not to 
call them melds and to leave

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Inscape Needed New Word 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


NEW word is needed in our | 


language, and though per- 

haps it has already been 
used in the poetry of Gerald 
Manly Hopkins, it has neverthe- 
less not yet received universal 
use. This new word ought to 
be the opposite of escape. 

Escape means to fly from 
something dangerous in the 
hope of finding security. It is 
derived from two Latin words: 
ex “from” and cappa “cloak.” 
It means, therefore, to get out 
of an enclosure, to become free. 

But to be free from “a cape” 
is not to be free really. A man 
wants to be free “from” some- 
thing in order to be free “for” 
something; otherwise, freedom 
is meaningless. Our modern 
world is too interested in nega- 
tive freedom or escape from 
limitations, and not sufficiently 
interested in positive freedom 
or the achievement %f Divinely 
assigned destinies. 

A rich man went up to a taxi 
driver and said, “Are you free?” 
The taxi driver said, “Yes.” The 
rich man left, shouting, “Hur- 
rah for freedom.” The taxi 
driver came to understand for 
the first time in his life that 
freedom from limitation be- 
comes meaningful only when 
there is a definite goal or ob- 
ject to be attained.

THE WORD “ESCAPE” has 
become more familiar today as 
“escapism.” Escapism is flight, 
an ersatz and a substitute for 
not fulfilling a duty, or fulfill- 
ing an obligation. For example, 
alcoholism is an escape for the 
man who has piled up debts 
and tries to forget them in the 
irresponsibility of sleep. Sleep- 
ing tablets are a means of escape 
to souls whose conscience beats 
up a rat-a-tat on their brain 
all through the long and fearful 
night. Those who are not cour- 
ageous enough to give up evil 
habits often try to solace their 
wickedness by calling those who 
love God “escapists.” 

Escapism is cowardice. — 
can be no peace for the Boul 
until there is an “inscape.” An 
“inscape”. means a_ spiritual, 
moral and mental security found 
through being enfolded in the 
meaning and goal of life.

TENNYSON ONCE wrote 
that if he knew the flower in 
the crannied wall, root and 
stem and alb, he would know 
what God and man is. By this 
he meant that the flower in 


the crannied wall was the “in- 
scape” of the whole universe. 
Somehow or other, if one knew 
it thoroughly, one would see it 
reflecting the countless gen- 
erations of flowers that pre- 
ceded it, all the rain that ever 
fell from the heavens, all the 
beams of the sun that shone 
upon it, all the chemicals of 
the earth that once hemor- 
rhaged from primitive volca- 
noes, and above all the Mind 
of God that made all these 
things converge in this one 
flower in the crannied wall. 
Not only that little flower, but 
every little thing in the uni- 
verse, whether it be the fili- 
gree of a snowflake with its 
chiseled patterns, or the birds 
that sing their Matins to the 
trees earlier than the monks 
in their cells—all these things 
reveal the Creator’s Mind. 
They are a concretion of the 
Divine Architect’s plans. 
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WHAT THEN is inscape? It 
is law, order, rhythm, pattern, 
purpose, It is a philosophy of 
life; it is the revelation not 
only of where I came from, but 
also of where I am going. In- 
scape is the discovery of order 
and meaning; it means being 
wrapped in the cloak of the 
mystery of God; the making 
oneself intelligible and giving 
life a meaning; it is finding a 
refuge in the God of love. For 
every escapism there must be 
inscapism; for every flight 
from reality, there must be a 
return to it; for every loss of 
personality, there must be its 
recovery. 

Here is where a certain erot- 
ic type of psychoanalysis 
(which is not identical with 
psychiatry) breaks down. It 
can tear up and discover the 
disease, but it cannot heal; it 
can diagnose, but not cure; it 
can psychoanalyze, but not 
psychosynthesize; it can tell a 
man he has anxiety neuroses, 
which really means nothing; 
but it cannot tell him why 
there is a fundamental anxiety 
at the basis of life; namely be- 
cause the cups from which he 
drinks cannot contain the love 
for which he yearns. Love of 
sex is an escape; love of good- 
ness is an inscape. Divorce is 
an escape; fidelity through 
trial is inscape. Egotism is an 
escape; charity is inscape. Be- 
cause the pleasures of life dis-
